Miss Nellie Gould, the great financier's 


eldest daughter, probably has more inde- 
pendent property than any other unmarried 
woman in America.

Decline of Steamboatlng. 


Very large steamboats are no longer built 


on the Mississippi, so that but few of the 
class which were once so common are now 
seen on the river. The burning of the 
White, Richardson and Kate Adams wiped 
out the three last of the great floating palaces 
of the lower Mississippi. Their places have 
never been filled, and there is no incentive 
to build any more of the same sort. They 
were immense boats for passenger traffic, 
and as fine as the ocean steamers. But the 
railroads made them unprofitable. During 
the last two years of their service they lost 
money, because they could not get the pas- 
senger trade. 
The railroads had entered 


their territory and deprived them of the 
principal source of income. The boats are 
now forced into narrow channels, and must 
go where the railroads cannot reach. Hence 
they navigate in small streams, which were 
formerly despised, and where large boats 
could cot go. This state of off airs requires 
shallow keels and light draught. 
Small, 


swift vessels are now used where the com- 
petition fs close. Tho palace of the era of 
the TOa Lag passed out of existence.—St. 
LouJs Globe-Democrat. 


Girls us Piano Makers. 


A curious evolution is said .to be taking 


place in Tom Scanlan'a New England piano 
manufactory, in Boston, among the working 
forces of that establishment. This gradual 
change which is occurring Is that from male 
to female employes, and to such, an extent 
that not only is it said that the majority of 
actions made in this factory are turned out 
by girls, but they have also been introduced 
into the yamish department, where girls and 
women are actually doing the varnish work 
on piano caaea. The state of Massachusetts 
baa a reputation for its great number of fe- 
male workers, who are engaged at a great 
many industries usually attended to by men, 
bat this is tho first case, if true, where they 
kave been employed in a piano factory to do 
the laborious varnishing of piano cases. —New 
York Star.

GETTING EXPERIENCE. 


Visiting Out-of-the-way Places In Cairo 


Without the Aid of Donkey Boys. 


Whenever any one goes out of the beaten 


track of travel, or tries to make bis way in- 
dependent of recognized authorities, be is apt 
to gain some refreshing experience.

Btoddard undertook to explore sonia out-of- 
the-way quarters of Cairo without the aid of 
donkey boys, and from his account of the ex- 
periment he must have en joyed the novelty 
of the situation. 


Many an eye was turned on ine in surprise, 


and when I had at last come into a remote 
quarter beyond half a dozen streets, and found 
myself suddenly surrounded by a mob of half 
grown boys, who were evidently unaccus- 
tomed to intruders, I was forced to moka as 
speedy a retreat as possible, followed by a 
shower of stones. 


The gates, •yhich are closed at evening, 


make separate cities of these several quarters, 
[f you wish to pass from one quarter to an- 
other after dork, you must take your lantern 
and summon the gate keeper, who responds 
and carefully locks you out afterward. Gas 
lamps ore unknown in that end of Cairo, and' 
white faces a novelty. 


I was an hour or more working my way 


out of the unchristian latitudes, climbing out/ 
as it were, by the minarets, in each of which, 
I fancied, I saw a. resemblance to tho one 
that stands within earshot of our hotel.-' 
All foreigners either ride or drive in Cairo, 
but I got more experience in that one walk 
than I could have gathered with the aid of. 
fifty donkeys.—Youth's Companion. 


Adoring a Flower. 


The universality of'plant worship in the 


east in former tunes is evidenced by the 
fierce denunciations found in various parts of 


Bible against tho adoration of trees, but 


it U somewhat surprising to find in our own 
times a system of flower worship still kept 
up in various parts of Pessia and India. A 
recent traveler in India gives the following 
description of flower worship as practiced by 
;he Persians in Bombay: "A true Persian, in 
flowing robe of blue, and on his head a sheep 
skin hat—black, glossy, curly, the fleece of 
Kar-Kal—would saunter in, and stand and 
meditate over every Dower he 'saw, and al- 
ways as if half in vision. And when tho 
vision was fulfilled, and the ideal flower 
ho was seeking found, he would spread his 
mat and sit bef oro it until tho setting of the 
sun, and then pray before it, and then fold, 
up his mat again and go home. And the 
next night, and night after night, until that 
particular flower faded away, he would re- 
turn, to it and bring his friends In ever in- 
creasing troops to it, and sit and play the 
juitar or lute bef ire it, and they would alto- 
gether pray there, and after prayer still sit 
before "it sipping sherbet and talking the' 
most hilarious and shocking scandal late into 
tho moonlight, and so again and again every 
evening until the flower died. Sometimes, 
by way of a grand finale, the whole company 
would suddenly arise before -the flower and 
serenade it, together with an ode from HaSz, 
ind deport"—Folk Lore of Plants. 


Tora's Hall. 


"Tho Harp that Onco Through Tara's 


flail" commemorates one of tho most terrible 
and far reaching curses that was ever pro- 
nounced. The curse was laid in 554, or 1,835 
years ago, and Irish politics has felt the in- 
fluence of it ever since. It was done in the 
reign of Dermid, who was lapsing back to ac- 
tive sympathy with tho Druids, and who, un- 
like his predecessors since St Patrick's con- 
stitution had been institu :ed, violated with 
impunity tho immunities that instrument 
bad patented to tlje clergy. At last he com- 
mitted a most flagrant act by seizing a pris- 
oner at the altar of Temple Kuadan, county 
of Tipperory, dragging him from the protec- 
tion of tho sacred precincts and putting the 
victim to death. 


St Buadon, the patron priest, was exas- 


perated, and gathering his irnmediato clergy- 
men journeyed to Tarn. Marching slowly, 
threo times around the royal rath or king's 
palace with awful solemnity, they excommu- 
nicated the aggressive monarch, and chanted 
a maledlqjHon against the rath so terrible that 
when, two years ofter, Dermid was slain by 
Black Hugh, of Ulster, the place was deserted, 
and has never been occupied since. It is said 
that his favorite bard clung to the halls for 
years, and that, so thoroughly ostracized \vos 
the place that his skeleton was found beside 
his faithful but broken harp by a wandering 
bard who visited the spot years of ter having 
fled from it in terror.—St Louis Globe-Dem-
